COUNTY  COUNCILLOR  JOHN  REYNOLDS 

As  Your  Count)'  Councillor  I  welcome  hearing  from 
you  on  issues  tliat  affect  our  community. 

Bar  Hill  Flooding 

Friday  8th  August  saw  our  village  deluged  by  a  rain 
storm  of  biblical  proportions.  102  mm  fell  over  Bar  Hill 
and  surrounding  villages  in  less  than  an  hour,  flooding 
numerous  homes,  garages  and  cars,  llianks  to  the  help 
of  many  local  residents  who  rallied  round  their  friends 
and  neighbours,  action  was  taken  to  reduce/prevent 
more  being  affected. 

Unfortunately  I  was  on  holiday  at  the  time.  I  have  since 
visited  many  of  those  affected.  Tlie  stress  and  heartache 
endured  is  luiimaginable.  Congratulations  on  the 
excellent  work  by  residents  to  assist  those  affected, 
some  of  whom  opened  their  homes  to  otliers. 

Sadly  the  scliool  was  flooded  twice,  on  8th  and  again  on 
14t]a  August.  Damaged  flooring  has  been  lifted  and 
drying  units  are  on  site.  Mobile  classrooms  will  be 
erected  on  the  school  playground. 

I  will  ensure  that  the  relevant  authorities  are  fully  aware 
of  how  vital  it  is  they  swiftly  review  the  cause  of  the 
events  of  8th  August,  in  order  to  implement  action  to 
prevent  or  reduce  such  devastating  flooding  in  the 
futine. 

Coftsidtation  on  suggested  changes  to  household 
recycling  service 

Cambridgeshire  County  Council  has  over  recent  years 
sought  to  find  savings  through  cuts  and  redundancies 
while  protecting  frontline  services.

FIRE  AND  RESCUE  SERVICE 

HARVEST  is  upon  us  and  we're  calling  on  local  residents  to  help  our 
fight  against  straw  stack  arson. 

Stack  fires  can  quickly  spread  and  not  only  endanger  people  and 
livestock,  but  also  life-long  work  on  farms.  Stacks  burn  very  slowly, 
meaning  crews  are  committed  for  a  long  time,  making  them  unavailable 
for  other  emergencies.  Don't  forget,  many  of  the  firefighters  attending 
incidents  in  rural  areas  of  Cambridgeshire  are  on-call  personnel  and 
their  retention  at  a  stack  fire  impacts  directly  upon  business  and 
services  in  the  community. 

What  can  you  do?  We're  urging  residents  and  those  passing  through 
rural  areas  to  keep  a  careful  watch.  Do  you  see  someone  acting 
suspiciously  around  stores  of  hay  or  straw?  Is  there  an  unusual  vehicle 
near  farm  buildings?  Become  a  community  member  of  Arson  Watch 
and  keep  an  eye  on  stacks  in  your  area.  Report  suspicious  activity  to 
police  on  101;  and  dial  999  if  you  see  a  stack  fire.
